Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

The yerr which haa passed, since last you were assembled, has 
been one prodigal in blessings to the people of this Territory. 
Most conspicuous among these blessings, has been that of well 
nigh universal health. The terrible scqurge of cholera, which has 
made desolate the homes of thousands of our fellow citizens 
throughout the States, has meroifully left us unvisited. The la- 
bors of our husbandmen have been rewarded with an unstinted 
hand. A bountiful supply of all the necessities of life, both for 
(MMC ec a and export, has been garnered for the year 

come. 

The past year will be also ever memorable in our national his- 
tory, for the magnitude and cosmopolitan character of ite labors, 
inaugurated or completed. The Oceanie felegraph, long regarded 
as the imaginative project of an impractical dreamer, has proved 
a magnificent success. Rendered but more hopeful by previous 
failures, undismayed by countless obstacles and discouragements, 
the heroic projectors of the enterprise have held their faith un- 
shaken, until it has become the most wonderful of verities. 

Beside the every day workings of this magical wire, the most 
fanciful of even oriental dreams becomes prosaic; in our inter- 
course with distant nations, time and space alike cease to be ele- 
ments of computation and disappear. hat a wonderful ped | 
of genius and perseverance! It forcibly reminds us of the a¢rip- 
tural saying that man was made bute little lower than the angels, 
finite, yet how vast his power! He measures the distance to the 

laneta and gives you their circumference. He says to the ocean 

о this, and to the lightning do that, and they obey his com - 
mands. All honor to Cyrus W. Field and his coadjutors for this 
sublime achlevment. Who can over-estimate the power of this 
new agent in socializing and Qhristianizing the world, and haat- 
ening that golden age of humagity; the era of universal brother- 
hood and peace? 
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Another vast project, the national highway from ocean fo 
ocean, in which the people of this Territory have such vital inter- 
est, hag been within the year pushed forward with characteristic 
energy. It has approached us, in the east well nigh one third of 
the entire distance to be traversed. On the west the iron horse 
has nearly reached the snow capped summits of the Sierra Nevada. 

' Daring the year, also, another enterprise has been inaugurated 
and virtuslly completed by the people of this Territory, which, in 
view of the great difficulties to be surmounted, the scarcity of 
capital and the great cost of labor and transportation, deserves 
mention, even in connection with the great undertakings to 
which, allusion has been made.

An unusually large number of foreign immigrants, animated by 
the hope of bettering their condition and of here enjoying a high- 
er degree of civil and religious liberty, have, during the present 
season, sought homes within our borders. They seem to be, as a 
class, eminently frugal and industrious, and will prove a most 
valuable addition to our population. The greatest want ofour 
Territory is.Jabor, wherewith more fully to develope our natural 
resources, and every addition tb the great army of producers is a 
benefit to all. = 
Our Territorial state, as well ва our isolation from the scenes of 
political strife, has rendered us lookers-on rather that participants 
in the political turmoils of our fellow-citizens throughout the 
States. So long as a people are intelligent, educated and saccus- 
tomed to freedom of thopght and action, earnest differences of 
opinion will arise among those equally solicitous for the publie 
good. Inall such contests, however, the truth and the right 
wil ultimately be victorious, and the cause of free government 

‚ Will be promoted by the honest dissentions among its advocates. 
Our hopes should be, with those of all true patriots, that our 
country, lately distracted by civil war, may be speedily restored 
and made barmonious on the principles set forth in the Declara- 
tion of American Independence.

The great predominance in numbers, wealth and energy 
of the Anglo-Saxon race upon the North American Continent 
has caused to be entertained, among our people, the convietior 
that it will have ultimately to absorb and govern all other races 
In view of the distracted politignl state of our sister Republic, be 
best wishers could but view with satisfaction a liberal admixtun 
of emigrants from the United States with her present populatio 
Such emigrants would bear with them the more advanced ide 
prevalent throughoutour Republie, regarding govermental policy, 
education and religious freedom; and would, ultimately, eith 
remodel and energise the effete institutions of Mexico, or prepa 
the way for her absorption into our own family of States, N 
judicious observer can question that either consummation would 
infinitely advantageous to the Mexican people. Our citizens w 
view, with ever increasing watchfulnes and interest, the progr 
of events. A Republic, stretching from the north pole to 
isthmus of Panama and from the Atlantic to the Pacific, e 
bracing within ite limits the products of every clime, harmonio 
in all parts, and indivisible because of its advantages to all, is 
dream which wise and prudent statesmanship may yet reali? 
aud that too without bloodshed, without civil convulsion, butt 
` simple demonstration of its beriefit to all. 

The subjects proper for legislative action at your present sessi 
ате not numerous, but are of grave importance, Your duties ах 
simple, yet highly responsible. In legislation it is wise to bet 
in mind the end and aim of all legal enactments—to redeem t 
fallen, to restrain the lawless, to encourage education aud to p 
MM in the development of the varied resources oft 
country. 


TERRITORIAL FINANCES, А 
The annual reports of the Auditor and Treasurer are herewi 
submitted. The finances of the Territory would seem to be in 
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prosperous condition. It is cause for congratulation that the Ter- 
ritory is unfettered by indebtedness of any character. 


EDUCATION. 


In my Message, communicated to your Bady at its previous ses- 
sion, Т stated, somewhat at length, my views in reference to com- 
mon schools, It Is not, perhaps, necessary to repéat here what 
was there set forth; I must, however, reiterate the views then 
expressed in regard to the importance of immediate action., Al- 
„though, owing to the spalseness of our population and a want of 
means, a common school system cannot be, perhaps, at once en- 
tirely perfected, yet such steps as are practicable should. be taken 
towards making the means ot education free to all children 
within the Teriitoiy. Your Memorial to Congress, at its recent 
session, asking that the proceeds of the sales of city and town lots, 
within the Territory, be donated to your school fund, failed to 1n- 
duce favorable action by the National, Legislature, yet I would 
respectfully recommend that the subject be again presented. The 
barren and worthless character of nearly all the school Jands, which 
will ultimately be donated to the Territory, renders this but an 
act of simple justice, needfal to place us on an equality with ad- 
joining States and Territories, ; : 


PENITENTIARY. 


A recent visit to our Penitentiary has satisfied me of the im- 

rtance of legislation in reference to that institution. With our 
increasing population, it is but reasonable to expect 2 correspond- 
тше ер the number of criminals. The present Penitentiary 
building is insecure. A substantial stone building should be 
erected within its walls, provided with strong but commodious 
cells for the retention of prisoners; to which should be added a 
suitable hbrary and bathing room. At present, too, the prisoners 
are usually chained and taken from the Fenitentiary to Jabor up- 
on the highways, or upon agricultural improvements. The pre- 
dominant aim of punishments for crime should be the reformation 
ofthe criminal. The course at present pursued, by exposing the 
prisoners in Dus bearing on them the badges of their ignomin- 
ious lot, can but tend to harden them against all effort for their 
improvement, and to extirpate from their bosoms. those feelings 
of shame, sorrow and remorse which should work 1n no small de- 
gree their reformation. It would be far moreadvantageous to the 
prisoners could they be engaged, within the walls of the Peni- 
tentiary, in mechanical employments, learning, perhaps, some 
useful trade, where previously ignorant. In the discharge of our 
duties towards this Class of our fellow citizens the golden rule 
"that we are to overcome evil by doing good,“ should never be 
forgotten.

MILITIA ORGANIZATION, 


І would respectfully refer you to my previous Message, upon 
the point of the necessity for a revision of the present militia 


t 
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laws. Such laws, in my opinion, are notin accordance with the 
Territorial Organic Act. The provision therein, that the Gov- 
ernor shall be Commander in Chief of the militia, is practically 
ignored. A Staff should be provided for the Governor, and reports 
made to him 1 his Adjutant Ceneral. Surrounded as We are 
by Indian tribes, ‘the militia are liable at all times to be calledup- 
on to protect settlers from their ravages. Claims for such services 
would be much more 11 considered by the General Gov- 
ernment, were such militia called upon, in case of need, by the 
recognized superior ‘officer of the organization. I trust that 
such action may be taken, at your present session, as will conform 
е nies Taws of the Territory with the spirit of the Organic 
с = ^ + 
THE PUBLIC LANDS. * 

ХБ is of the highest importance to our setilers"thatthey be en- 
abled to speedily avail themselves of the beneficent provisions of 
the homestéad, act, The occupied lands of the Territory Have 
been reclaimed from their desert state by a marvel of e e 
industry, and the title of the occupants, who have in truth crea 
for the lands their on ly value, should be placed beyond legal 

uestion. I wouldbe pleased to unite with you in a memorial to 

ongress, soliciting an appropriation for completing the public 
surveys, the appointment of a Surveyor General for the Territory 
and the opening of an office at this city for the sale and entry of 
the public lands. Under the present laws title to the city snd 
town sites can be perfected, and I should urge in these cases the 
desirableness of immediate action, 

E UP ROADS AND BRIDGES. А 

Heretofore a considerable portion of the annual Territorial 
revenue has been expended in the consttuction of bridges and 
the improvement ofhigh ways. Noexpenditure can be more judi- 
gious than this, whereby communication between our капше set- 
tlements is facilitated and made practicable throughout the year, 
During the past season I have traveled overaGonsiderableportiono! 
the Territory, and thus been make familiar with the importance o! 
still farther expenditures in this regard. Coming as youdo from 
every portion of the Territory, your iuformation of the public 
needs will enable you to judge correctly as to the most judicious 
anong the many needed improvements. The road from. this 
city, through Parley's Park to the Weber river, is the avenue 
through which passes the greater portions of the imports for the 
Territory. The road is an extremely difficult one, and, although 
much labor has been expended upon it, itis still, for much of tbe 
year, almost impassible. The action had, under the law 
at your last session, has failed to meet the requirements of the 

ublie, and some further legislation would seem desirable, either 

п the way of additional appropriations, or a revision of the law. 


POSTAL FACILITIES, 
The recent decision of the Postoffice Department, relative toi

forwarding mais from this city to Prescott—the capital of Ari- 
zona—will, doubtless, soon lead to the establishment of a daily 
aerviee between those points, thereby giving to the greater portion 
of our southern settlements the benefit of aay math, The estab- 
hshment of such service would bè a proper subject far. a memorial 
to Congress, and I should anticipate therefor a favorable consid- 
eration, Your familiarity with the various settlements ‘will 
enable you to incorporate, in such memorial, petitions for such 
other mail facilities as are demanded by the public. It might be 
well for you, too, to call the attention of Congress to the present 
Jaw requiring the prepayment of letter postage upon all mail 
matter, other than newspapers sent direct from the office of publi- 
cation, which makes a most unjust and oppressive discrimination 
against the people of this and the adjoining States and Territories. 
The cirgulation of magazines and other periodicals and the pur- 
chase of books to be forwarded by mail are virtually suspended 
by this law. It is a well nigh prohibitary tax upon knowledge. 
In our isolated condition, and with our population in man 
localities so sparse that дорӣ schools cannot be maintained, itis. 
an added hardship that the dissemination of knowledge, hy means 
of hooks and, periodicals, should thus be practically denied by, 
Congressional. enactment. You should certainly embrace in your 
memorial a petition for the, repeal of this oppressive law, to the, 
end that the people of this and the adjoining Territories, in respect 
to postal facilities, bé placed upon an equality with those in the 
Atlantic States. i Y i 


MINERAL RESOURCES. ME: 


During the past year some progréss has been made in the devel- 
opment of the unquestionably great mineral wealth of our Terri- 

ry. Assays and other experiments would seem to demonstrate 
that the Cotton wood, Rush Valley, Bingham Cañon and Miners- 
ville mineral districts equal in richness any yet discovered upon 
the continent. The Pahranagat mines, too, much more extensive, 
во far as worked, haye proved equally rich; and, although; 
probably, soon to be annexed to the State of Nevada, ‘will 
yət, by their contiguity to our settlements and .avénues of 
travel, be, to a great extent, equally dependant, upon us for-sup- 
Pliea as those within our borders. Thevalue of these mines. 
our people, both from their rich products and from the home 
market furnished for our surplus agricultural products cannot be 
over-estimated. Although their highest degree of success in their 
woürking'eannot be looked for, until the completion of the. Paciſſè 
Railroad shall inaugurate the era of cheap transportation and 
pia date „уеб much will, meanwhile, be accomplished by the 
enterprising egpitalists of our own and foreign countries. The

[ел of our mineral, wealth should be encouraged aud protected, 
in every manner possible, by prudent and fostering legislation.

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Y would, respectfully, again call your attention to the desirable- 
ness of taking immediate steps towards forming an ample collec- 
tion of mineral specimens from all portions of the Territory. The 
proprietors of mineral lodes would gladly donate such specimens, 
and а collection could thus be formed, almost without cost, which 
would be of gréat value, as exhibiting truthfully, to our own peo- 
ple and to strangers visiting the Territory, our great resources in 
the department of the precious metals. 


CODE OF PRACTICE. 


The present statute regulations, rélative to the forms of civil ac- 
tions and methods of procedure therein, are entirely inadequate 
to the needs of the people. Additional legislation is demanded, 
in this regard, by the increasing business before the Courts, inci- 
dent to the growing magnitude of our commercial transactions. 
Within the past few years many of the States have abolished the 
antiquated common Jaw forms of pleading and rules of, practice, 
and substituted therefor methods of greater simplicity and direct- 
ness, The code of practice in civil actions, first adopted in the 
State of New York, and afterward substantially copied by Wis- 
consin, California, Iowa and other States, might be adopted here 
with much advantage to the suitors in our Courts. Should 
nothing he done relative to this matter, at your present session, 
а committee, either of your own Members, or of the Members of 
the Bar of the Territory, should be named, with instructions to 
report a proper code of practice in time to be acted upon at the 
next session of your Body.

During the session ofthe Legislative Assembly, 1865-6, there was 
appropriated for the purpose ot paying expenses of punting recotd« 
ed marks and brands, the sum of three hundred dollars. 

There have been printed, during the year 1860, three sheets of 

Your pages each, at & cost of two hundred and fifty-seven dollars. 
The charges for advertising same amounts to twenty dollars; mak- 
ing & total uf two hundred and seventy-seven dollars, as per bill 
enclosed. This sum was paid out, of the appropriation of three 
hundred dollars, leaving a balance of twenty-three dollars remain- 
ing to the credit ofaccount for printing marks and brands. The 
sheets, as fast ys printed, were furnished to the public officers 
throughout the Territory, as required by Jaw, leaving a sufficient 
number on hand to supply private citizens who desire to procure 
them. Two copies only have been sold to private citizens during 


the year, 

There js now in the printer's hands a further sheet of four pages 
of recorded marks and brands, which will be ready for distribution 
within a few days. 

It is estimated that during the yenr 1867 there will be at least 
three other sheets, of four pages each, to be printed, which, with 
the one now in press, will require a further appropriation, to cover 
expenses of printing, folding and adveitising of about three hun- 
dred and any dollars.

Nathan Davis, our publie sealer 
has requested me to write, and ask if you will ascertain whataf 
set would eost; such as вле furnished by the Government. for the 
different States, consisting of measures of length, as well as liquid 
measures, and all the various weights required. If you will take 
the palus to ascertam the particulars and Write meg think I can 
arrange to have the money raised to purchase them time enough to 
come out this seasou. As our паде and business mereases, a move, 
of this kind becomes the more necessary, and 16 is now considered: 
imperative that we delay no longer in takiug steps to procure these 
articles so much needed,” : i 

Hon. W. H. Hooper, under date March 9th, replied as follows: 

“Tn connection of your remarks touching the standard weights 
and measures, I called at the office of the Coast Survey, the De- 
partment where they ale manufactured. From thence I was 
directed to the Treasury Department. Examined the law, aud 
found States and Territories according to their ruling were entitled; 
and I find that Governor pty had investigated the matter, and 
that a set had been packed for Utah and held subject to the order of 
the Governor of the Territory; but I suppose as Doty had no means 
with which to transport them that they have thus been delayed. 
They will weigh trom twenty to twenty-five hundred pounds, as, 
near as I could judge or get information They are elegant,—all of, 
brass; cost over $3,000,(three thousand dollars) to manufacture 
them, and they are instruments which the . or will 
be proud of. The property will be turned over io me for trans- 
portation, and some piovision will have to be made to pay the 
transportation." 

On receipt of this communication, arrangements were at once 
made with the P, E. Fund Company to freight the cases contain- 
ing the standard weights and measures across the plains, and 
instructions forwarded to the agent on the Missouri river to that 
effect.

It has been suggested that as we 
have long desired a suitable building for a Museum, or depository 
forhpreimens of minerals, curiosities, &c., that convenience for both 
purposes can be obtained by erecting a building two stories high, 
and by enlarging the size thereof to twenty by twenty-eight feet;

Believing that your honorable body would approve of the plan ns 
herein stated, a rough dranght has been made, show ms t e size 
and form of the building when completed: The plan is drawn on 
ascale of a quarter of an inch to the foot.

Hon. John Taylor, Speaker, and ‘ 
А Members of the House of Representatives: 


Gentlemen:—The labors of the Board of Directors of the Deseret 
Agricultural aud Manufaeturing Society, have been confined. dur- 
ing the past Benson to the produetion of pure seed, 

Having expended coustteiable means in enclosing а few acres of 
land situated at the mouth of Emigration Cañon, known as the 
“Deseret Gardens,” and of ereeting dwelling house consisting of 
two rooms about fourteen feet square each theieou, rhe Boud 
deemed it advantageous to let out the gardens foi the season of 66 
on the followin terms, viz: 

The party leasing the land to find the seed, work the gardens and 
1 1 two-tuurds of the crop, the other third to be delivered to the 

oard. 

Mr, Jobn Gunn, the gardener hired for 1865, accepted of the offer, 
and during the past season has succeeded iu growing and seceujig 
several hundred pauuds of good ripe sorghum seed, and à eonsidera- 
ble quantity of other seeds, &e , as noted 15 ^'produets on hand” in 
the "financial exhibit’? accompany ing this report. 

ереси ts were also made agam with several varieties of pota- 
toes; but owing to the burstiug of the dam in the cañon, and tbe

This yem Mr, Gunn has made an irrigation canal tineg- 
quarters of a mule in length, which conveys to the gardens the wa- 
ters of two springs, which it 1s believed will always atford sufficient 
water, thei eby superseding the necessity of hereafter erecting duus 
in Emigiation Cañon creek,

To the Hon, the Legislative Assembly of the Termtory of Utah: 

Gentlemen:—Accompanging this report the Superintendent sub- 
mits his annual table of statistics which exhibits a school popula- 
tion of seventeen thousand goyen hundred and fifty-two in the one 
hundred and thirty-seven districts reported, out of which ten thou- 
sand six hundred and two, or fifty-four per cent. are found enrolled 
in school sehedulee, the average attendance amounting to seven 
thousand one hundred and fifty-three, or forty per cent. of actual 
school attendance; schools being kept open during the year on an 
average six and one quarter months, | 

When it is considered that the inhabitants of this Territory 
have improvised and sustain the present school system without the 
aid of a school fund, or a single dollar from the coffers of the 
parent government, the meed of praise will be awarded them by 
the friends of education. In older states where the revenue from 
fhe school fund amounts to a princely income a much greater per 
centage of school attendance is obtained, but, there is probably no 
territory in the Union where the same percentage is approached as 
that exhibited by the returns of the past year.. Not that Utah feels 
satisfied with her present educational status, or that the goal of hor 
ambition will ever be attained until every son and daughter within 
her confines has the privilege of obtaining, at least, a common 
school education. d 

When we turn to the foremost nations of the eartl and examine 
their educational statistics, for instance Prussia, we find provision 
is made by law that every child from. the ago of five years complate, 
(unless cettified to he receiving a suitable education nt home orm
